Secretary Carlisle Is Now Offering to

He Reviews the Financial Legisla- 
,tion of the Country, 


AND SPEAKS RIGHT TO THE POINT 


Work Before Congress This Week—Dig- 
cussion Will Proceed on the Tariff 
and E'ederal Biection Bills. 


Washington, January 21.—(Special.)—-Rep- 
resentative Joseph Bailey, of Texas, talked 
with me at Jength today on the subject of 
Secretary Carlisle’s issue of bonds. Mr. 
Bailey is one of the youngest and one of 
the sivongest members of the house. In 
face and form, he is a perfect specimen 
ef physical manhood. His face is smooth 
and full. His brow is high. In personal 
appearance, as weli 23 in ati his acts, 
he is every inch a man. Mr. Bailey is one 
of the vrators of the house. He is calm 
and deliberate in speech as he is in his 
acts. He has the courage of his convic- 
tions, and he never hesitates to speak his 
convictions, 

By birth, Mr. Bailey is a Mississippian. 
Jie moved to Texas, however, six years ago 
ani was elected to congress three years 
after he moved to that state. He will 
probably remain in congress as long as he 
And he should, for there is no 
stronger or more abie young man in the 
hous? of representatives. In his speeches, 
he is strong and to the point. In private 
couversation, he talks just as he speaks. 
He does not mince words, but goes straight 
to the mark and gives his opinions as they 
really are. 

What Mr. Batley Says. 

jiere is what he said today: 

“1 do not doubt the uuthority of the 
secretary of the treasury to issue and sell 
bonds under the resumption and to 
apply the proceeds to the purposes specitied 
in that act. The resolution which I have 
introduced does not question his power in 
this particular. But I do not believe there 
is a lawyer of respectable attainments in 
America wno would be willing to give a 
written opinion that bonds can ‘be sold and 
the money derived from their sale used to 
cefray the ordinary expenses of the govern- 
men: or for the redemption of any cur- 
rency except that designated in the resump- 
tion act. "Mhis has always been understood 
to be the law by all parties, and democrats 
have especially insisted upon its proper 
observance. 

“During a debate in the senate in 188. a 
collogiy occurred between Mr. Sayard, 
then a leading democrat, and Mr. Allison, 
stili a leading republican, in which Mr. 
Bayard declared that-‘it could not be too 
emphatically stated and repeated that 
that gold (referring to the reserve fund) 
Was bought with bonds of the United 
lates for one purpose, and one purpose 
only. It was to procure and maintain re- 
sumption, and if it be used for anything 
else it is a perversion of the fund and a 
breach of the trust.’ Mr. Allison replied: 
‘The senator from Delaware and myself 
do not differ in that regard. He does not 
need to impress it upon me ihat that is a 
reserve fund. I believe this as sacred a 
fund as he believes it.’ During the last 
cungress the question was subnfitted to the 
judiciary culimittee of the fifty-second con- 
gress; and there were minority and ma- 
jority reports. 

No Necessity for Bonds. 

“The democrats maintained that, before 
the reserve fund could be touched, it was 
the duty of the secretary of the treasury 
to iirst exhaust the surplus reverue, that 
being the primary fund out of which the 
sreenbacks should be redeemed. The repub- 
licans contended that it was within the 
discretion of the secretary of the treasury 
to redeem the greenbacks either from the 
Surplus revenues or from the reserve func, 
aud thus, while the minority and the ma- 
‘crity may differ as to the duty of the 
Secretary ‘0 use the surplus revenues to 
tedeem the wreenbacks, they were perfectly 
“greed that he had no power to use the 
reserve fund for any purpose but that. The 
democratic view of the question was uni- 
versally endorsed by all democrats at that 
time, including the present secretary of 
the treas@vy himself. It is undoubtedly the 
duty of this government ta see that every 
dollar which it has issued is equal in value 
to every other dollar, but this is a duty, 
the enforcement of which rests with con- 
€éress, and it is for congress to provide the 
Means for fulfilling it. As a matter of 
sact, there is not today the slightest neces- 
sity for selling wounds to maintain the 
Parity between gold and any other forms 
of currency. The secretary of the treasury 
says in his annual report that there is an 
‘indisposition on the part of the public to 
retain standard silver dollars and silver 
certificates in circulation.’ If this is true, 
it is due to the fact that the government 
and its officers are constantly engaged in 
an effort to discredit silver. France, with 
only 39,000,000 people, maintains a silver cir- 
culation of $700,000,000, every dollar of which 
iS @ full legal tender, and not a single 
doliar of which is redeemable in wold. 
More than this. if a merchant applies to the 
bank of France to obtain gold for export, 
they refuse to give it to him and compel 
him to accept silver cuin, and yet, though 
the French ratio is only 1542 to 1, there 
13 not the slightest disturbance of the 
Parity between their gold and ‘silver coin. 
With elmost double the population of 
France, with six times her volume of 
business, with ten times her territory and 
more than twenty times her resources, we 
ave a smaller silver circulation than the 
French republic, and if the French re- 
public can maintain the $700,000,000 which 
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that it becomes as much a promise to pay 


as paper itself. As for my part, if silver 


is to be made redeemable in gold I prefer 
to entirely dispense with its use except as 
subsidiary coin and adopt paper in its stead, 
because paper is both cheaper to procure 
and more convenient to use, 

“The silver dollar is now equal in debt- 
paying power and in purchasing power to 
the gold dollar. The more tyrawant advo- 
Cates of gold, for a while contended that 
this was true because the government was 
ready to redeem silver in gold. Livery well- 
informed man knew that there was no au- 
thority in law for the treasury to do any 
Such thing as this, and the secretary of 
the treasury, in a letter to the senate, de- 
clared that it had not been done,, but that 
silver, instead of having been supported by 
gold, was supporting itse!f. I cannot my- 
self conceive any possible reason why the 
secretary of the treasury wants authority 
to sell bonds to redeem siiver, when silver 
does not need to be redeemed, but already 
redeems itseif. Bome men assert that it 
is to restore confidence in the money of the 
country, but it is difficult to speak with 
patience of the men who make this claim. 
With this cry about a lack of contidence on 
their lips, they wre clamoring for the gov- 
ernment to issue bonds, and jn three days 
aiter the secretary of the treasury had ad- 
Vertlised a saie of $50,000,000, it is said that 
men were found to take double that amount. 
at 117 cents on the dollar. 

“There is an unusual accumulation of 
money in the New York banks, but that 
money has been accumulated there for a 
specific purpose and that purpose is to buy 
the United States bonds when the govern- 
ment issues them. With this enormous 
amount of money in New York it is still 
impossible to borrow any of it except on 
call. Even legitimate business stagnates 
for the lack of money, because the repre- 
sentatives of Wall street say there is a 
lack of confidence in the currency of the 
government, and yet these same men who 
cry out against the money of the govern- 
ment run over each other in their haste 
to buy bonds of the government. 

“There is possibly another and a stronger 
reason which has induced the secretary of 
the treasury to offer these bonds. In his 
last annual report Secretary Carlisie de- 
clares, ‘that the amount of money in the 
country is greater than is required for the 
trai.saction of the business of the people o7 
this time, is conclusively shown by the 
fact that it has accumulated and is still 
accumulating, in the financial centers, to 
such an extent as to constitute a serious 
embarrassment to the banks in which it 
is deposited, many of which are holding 
large sums at a loss. 

lias n Stvange Sound. 


“It will no doubt sound strange in Geor- 
gia, as 1 am sure it will in Texas, to hear 
that a democratic secretary of the treasur- 
ry says that the country has more money 
than it needs. We are ready to pay a good 
rate? of interést and to give as good securi- 
ty as there is in the world, and yet we 
do not find it possible to borrow capital to 
conduct legitimate and profitable enter- 
prises. But, of course, if the secretary of 
the treasury thinks that there is more 
money in the country than the country 
needs, it is entirely proper for him to re- 
duce the amount by selling bonds and thus 
withdraw a part of what is now in circula- 
tion 

“As for my part, I believe there is a 
deeper purpose in this demayl about bonds 
than has yet been hinted at. My own 
opinion is that it is the beginning of an 
effort to retire the greenback currency of 
the country and to supply its place, so far 
as it is supplied at all, by the use of bank 
notes. The secretary of the treaSury under 
Mr. 
vised the refunding and retirement of the 
greenback notes, and Mr. Carlisie, in his an- 
nual report, reprobates ‘the unwise policy 
of this government, keeping its own notes 
outstanding to circulate as currency.’ 

“If they can force the issue of bonds to be 
used as a basis for perpetuating and ex- 
tending the national banking system, and 
ean create in the public mind a prejudice 
against the greenbacks, by reason of the 
fact that it is necessary to issue bonds to 
redeem them, so often they then hope to 
establish a monetatry system, under which 
the banks will provide the entire peper 
circulation for the country. 

“IT favor a use of the seigniorage or the 
silver bullion purchased under the Sherman 
law, as against the sale of bonds for two 
reasons. My first reason is that I think 
it indefensible to borrow monev and pay 
interest on it, when we have just as good 
money of our own, which we can use with- 
out cost to the people. My second reason 
is that if we utilize the seigniorage we wil! 
increase the circulation by more than $55,- 
000,000, while the sale of bonds will contract 
the circulation by taking money, so much 
needed at present, from the legitimate 
channels of commerce, and locking it up as 
an idle reserve in the treasury.’’

IN CONGRESS THIS WEEK. 


The Federal Election Bill—The Tariff and 
the Bond Issue. 

Washington, January 21.—The present in- 
dications are that the senate will divide its 
attention in the main this week between 
the federal election bil! and the policy of a 
bond issue as decided upon by the secretary 
of the treasury. There has been a positive 
agreement upon the part of the republicans 
to continue the discussion of the election 
bill and to take it up with a view to its 
final disposition. Many of the republican sen- 
ators have ywiven public assurance that 
they would not seek to delay the final vote 
upon this bili beyond a reasonable time for 
debate and the fact that the republican 
caucus took no action looking to deciding 
upon a policy concerning this measure would 
seem to indicate that no such course will 
be pursued. On the other hand, the contin- 
ued postponement of the uninterrupted dis- 
cussion of the subject would seem to indi- 
cate that there may be some design of 
quietly brushing the subject aside, by 
pleading for delay until the tariff shall reach 
the senate and absorb its entire time. 

It is evident that the democratic leaders 
have some apprehension of a policy of this 
kind and are determined that if such a 
purpose is entertained, it shall not suc- 
ceed. They will have a double reason for 
insisting on proceeding with the elections’ 
debate this week; first, that they are quite 
determined to dispose of the subject before 
the tariff bill is reached, and, Second, that 
they wish to, as far as possible, divert the 
speech-making in the senate from the bond 
question. 

Hence, it may be reasonably inferred that 
the programme, as agreed to in the senate 
on Tuesday last, with respect to this bill 
will be observed. Senator Lodge has given 
formal notice of an intention te speak on 
the bill on Wednesday and Senators Hoar, 
Frye, Chandler, Higgins and Hawley haye¢ 
indicated they would ask to be heard upon 
the subject before it shail be definitely dis- 
posed of. Among the democrats who will 
probably speak upon the bill, are Senators 
Gray and Hill. 

It will be impossible to keep the bond ques- 
tion entirely out of the senate and there is 
a possibility that it may be made the sub- 
ject of a number oc speeches, if not of con- 
siderable debate. 

Senators Peffer and Allen both have reso- 
lutions before the senate, taking Secretary 
Carlisle to task for his course. Mr. Allen 
has given notice of a speech on Thursday 
based upon his resolution. Mr. Peffer’s res- 
olution will come up tomorrow in the morn- 
ing hour, and it may be the means of precipi- 
tating this question the first thing in the 
week's proceedings. There are also other 
senators primed with speeches on the bon‘ 
iasuc, go that it will be very surprising if 
there jis not as much attention riven to 
bonds as any other subject before the sen- 
ate.

A Fight to Be Made Against Ex- 
State Chairman Gordon. 


FITZ LEE MAY RUN FOR CONGRESS 


In the Seventh District—-The General’s 
Friends Insist on His Being a Can- 
didate— Other Gossip. 


Richmond, Va., January 21.—(Special.)— 
Great interest is felt here in the conven- 
tion to be held at Harrisonburg, on Tuesday 
next, to nominate a successor to Hon. 
Charles T. O’Ferrail, who resigned his seat 
in congress to accept the office of governor 
of Virginia. The many-sidei contest has 
been generally discussed in legislative cir- 
cles, and it is expected that most of the 
members of the general assembly from the 
seventh district will attend the conven- 
tion. It appears that ex-State Chairman 
Basil B. Gordon has not developed the 
strength that his friends had hoped for. 
A few weeks ago it looked as if it was 
Gordon against the fleid, but a big fight 
has been made on him on the ground that 
he spends so much of his time in Maryland 
as to practically not be a citizen of Vir- 
ginia. Mr. Gordon has denied this charge 
and others brought against him in a letter 
published in many papers. As there are 
live candidates and a good deal of feeling 
has been engendered, the balloting may be 
proionged. Viewed from Richmond it looks 
as though State Senator Walton,. of Shen- 
andoah, and Captain Micajah Woods, of 
Albemarle, are the leading candidates. 

itz Lee for Congress. 


It is not at all unlikely that General 
Fitzhugh Lee will be a candidate for con- 
gress in the seventh district next fall. The 
matter is at least being talked of. When 
Mr. Martin was nominated for United States 
senator over Lee, in the recent contest be- 
fore the legislative caucus, some of the 
friends of the popular ex-governor, feeling 
that though defeated by methods that they 
could not sanction he was the recognized 
choice of the people, suggested that he 
should run fer congress. The idea took 
readily with Lee’s admirers, but the mat- 
ter was not then pressed. Intelligence comes 
from Lexington that there is a growing 
sentiment in that section of the valley in 
favor of General Lee’s nomination, 

There is some question as to what effect. 
the sensational but rather vapory investi- 
gation that followed the senatorial investi- 
gation would hive on General Lee’s candi- 
dacy. The fact that he and his friends 
raised such a hugh and cry about the im- 
proper use of money unquestionably created 
a good deal of feeling against the general; 
but this has largely blown over and he 
still holdc a very warm place in the hearts 
of the Virginia people. If he is prevailed | 
upon to enter the fight for Mr. Tucker's 
seat in congress, there will certainly be a 
lively contest. Hon. H. D. Fiood, the bril- 
liant voung senator of Appomattox who 
nominated Mr. Martin when elected to the 
upper branch of congress, will be a candi- 
date it 1s thought, and Senatcr Jones, of 
Highland, is also talked of. It is expected 
that Mr. Tucker will run again. He 
has made a very popular representative 
and will prove very hard to beat. 

New Laws Talked About. 


Now that the general assembly has fin- 
ished up the work of electing judges it will 
devote the rest of the session to active 
lexislation. By good, solid work it might 
finish up ‘all that it should do in three 
weeks, but the constitutional term does not 
expire until the Ist of April. The fear is that 
having so little to do and so much time to 
do it in the bédy may get into mischief. 

There are several would-be “reformers’’ 
umong the lawmakers who have introduced 
bills or resolutions looking to changes in the 
electornl board system. Of course, tnese 
bills will be considered by the proper com- 
mittees, but that is al! there is in it. The 
Anderson-McCormick law—the present elec- 
tion law of Virginia—has come to stay. The 
sentiment of the majority is that no change 
should be made. 

The oyster question, over which there has 
been a fight pretty much ever since the 
foundation of the commonwealth, is going to 
be the subject of considerable eloquence from 
the representatives of the bivalve counties, 
but the present oyster law, passed by the 
last general assembly. and under which the 
state gets more revenue than ever before, 
has also come for permanent abiding or 
the basis for future amendments that will 
squeeze more revenue from this source. 


Not Inclined to Give. 


As usual there are several private lobbies 
here who are anxious to get special apvro- 
priations for various and sundry scheines, 
but the indications are that they will be 
sadlv disappointed. The old members of the 
finance committee will pounce with ghoulish 
glee on afry man who says special appro- 
priation to them in committee. Efforts will 
be made to husband the state’s resources so 
as to enable the board of sinking fund com- 
missioners to accymulate sufficient money 
to gradually buy in the new Virginia bonds 
so as to reduce the principal before the in- 
crease eight years hence of the interest rate 
from 2 to 3 per cent. 

The Danville Bill. 


There seems to be practically no doubt 
that the bill for the reorganization of the 
Richmond and Danville system will pass 
though there will probably be a fight made 
on it in the house, where there is a large 
anti-railroad sentiment. That the introduc- 
tion of the bill was anticipated is shown by 
the fact that the senate committee on roads 
reported it favorably the same day it was 
presented, and without devoting ten minutes 
to its consideration. The law will be so 
framed as to require the company to have 
its principal offices in Richmond. 


To Be Reorganized. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 21.—The United 
Flectric Railway Company went into the 
hands of a receiver a few days ago, and 
now General W. H. Jackson is engineering 
a plen to reorganize it. The plan is to take 
for cash or new bonds the underlying bonds, 
amounting to $1,500,000, and to pay for the 
other bonds, amounting to nearly a 
million more, in stock. The plan also 
promises to expend $140,000 in enlarging and 
improving the plant and putting the 
rroperty on a paying basis. It requires the 
consent of all the bondholders to carry out 
this plan, but the advantages are so mani- 
fest that it is believed this can be secured.

“Honest John’ Kelly Does Not Like 
That String to the Parse 


AND ASKS THAT If BE TAREN OFF. 


Mitchell Raises Objections to the 
Club’s Arrangements. 


AND CORBETT MAY HAVE TROUBLE 


With the Owner of the House in Which 
- He Is Training—Manager Bowden 
Talking a Great Deal. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 21.—The Duval 
A‘hietic Club is not out of the woods yet, 
Ta spite of the stutement it gave out last 
night that the stage of doubt in regard to 
the fight had been passed. “‘Honest’’ John 
Kelly, who holds the $20,000, and who will 
teferee the fight, if it takes place, is proving 
a stumbling block. Kelly’s demand for ab- 
solute police protection at the ringside has 
not been answered in a manner satisfactory 
to himeelf, and, in addition, he is now de- 
manding that the string which the club 
has attached to the purse. be removed. 

It will be remembered that the endorse- 
ment on the check for $20,000, which Kelly 
holds, makes it payable to him only in the 
event that the fight is brought to a suc- 
cessfil issue and on the endorsement of 
the club. Kelly demands that the check 
shall be made payable to his order un- 
conditionally. He does not propose to have 
any kick coming from the club after he 
renders a decision. rage went down to 
Mayport today to see Corbett, and it is 
understood that the’ Californian also de- 
mands that the check be made unccndi- 
tionally payable to ‘“‘Honest’’ John. Charley 
Mitchell, for once, is backing Corbett’s 


demands. 

If the club is acting on the square, amd 
is really determined to bring the men to- 
gether at any cost, it can very easily verify 
Kelly, Corbett and Mitchell in regard to 
the purse. So far, the club has taken no 
action, though it is said that three promi- 
nent members are urging that Kelly’s de- 
mands be acceded to. 

But, even if the club satisfies Kelly about 
the check, it is difficult to understand how 
the referee can be guaranteed ‘“‘absoiute 
police protection.”” The club may make the 
guarantee, but it will be worthless, for 
if Governor Mitchell learns the spot chosen 
for the mill he will undoubtedly have the 


state troops on the scene. 
Mitchell Makes 'Them Mad. 


The old stcry that Charley Mitchell would 
flunk was revived tonight, and Manager 

wider, of the club, is responsible for it. 

onight Bowden statéd to the Southern 
Associated Press correspondent that 
Mitchell had refused to accept a method of 
transportation to the ringside which the 
club had made a contract for. The offer 
was made to Mitchell Friday, and the 
telegram of refusal came late Saturday 
night, according to Bowden. The dimuni- 
tive manager of the club was mad when 
he made the statement. These are his ex- 
act words: 

“We provided a way for Mr. Mitchell to 
get in that ring at an expense of $200. He 
rejected it. He rejected the plan whereby 
he was to reach the ring in absolute safety. 
He telegraphed a refusal to our proposition 


last-night.”’ : 
“What do you think that means?” was 


asked Bowden. 

“T’ve got my own conclusions,” answered 
the little man, “you can draw yours. All 
I know is that there is somebody in cennec- 
tion with this contest who does not want 
to get in the ring. There is one man of the 
two that does not want to get in that ring, 
and I can name the man.” 

Just when Bowden's tongue seemed on 
the point of getting entirely away from 
him, he was jerked away by members of 
the club. Bowden's outbreak in regard to 
Mitchell, was caused by questions put to 
him in regard to the string attached to the 
2¢,000. The manager said that the club 
would do the square thing about the check 
and satisfy Kelly, and then broke out with 
the charge that Mitchel! would flunk. 

There are various opinions relative to 
Bowden's denunciation of Mitchell, and the 
majority of them are not favorable to the 
club. It is asserted by those who ought to 
know that the club people, seeing them- 
selves confronted by a heavy loss, and un- 
able to make arrangements to bring the 
men together on account of the interference 
of the governor, are preparing to declare 
the contest off and to throw the onus for 
the fluke on the Englishman. On this 
theory Bowden’s charge that Mitchel) would 
fluke is accounted for. The charge as to 
the club may be unjust, but it is a fact 
that sporting men are not ail complinien- 
tary in their comment on the way the pro- 
moters of the mill have managed matters. 

Bowden tonight wrote to Mitchell expres- 
sing surprise that the offer of transportation 
to the ring had been refused, and requesting 
the Englishman to appear at the Duval Ath- 
letic Club rooms on the morning of the 25th 
instant, whence he would be transported 
to the ring. 

Tomorrow night a meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of Corbett and Mitchell will be 
held and the check question settled. Just 
after Bowden had given Mitchell s\ich a 
tongue lashing, “Cireular’” Joe Vendig 
asked the Southern Associated Press corre- 
spondent to make the following statement: 

“There are six men, prominent in sport- 
ing matters, now in the city, who request 
it to be stated over their signatures, that 
this fight will surely come off. These men 
are John Kelly, Jake Shipsey, Jimmy Col- 
ville, Henry Stedeker, Teddy Foley and 
Ned Kearney. They want it said as em- 
phatically as possible that they have every 
confidence in the world that this contest 
will be pulled off.”’

Kansas City, Mo., January 21.—Chief of 
Police Speers received a pelegram between 
1 and 2 o’ciock this morning from Park- 
ville, twelve miles north of here, on the 
Kansas City, Council Bluffs and St. Joseph 
railroad, saying an attempt had becn made 
to rob the Park bank at that place shortly 
after midnight ‘ast night. The telegram 
was signed by A. C. Hamilton, the cashier 
of the bank, and A. J. Hamilton, the presi- 
dent. 

lt appears that Mr. A. C. Hamilton had 
spent the evening in Kansas City and re- 
turned home on a late train. It had been 
the custom to leave a lighted lamp in the 
bank all night, and on reaching Parkville 
Mr. Hamilton went to the benk for the 
purpose of lighting the lamp. On reaching 
the door he unlocked it and was about to 
ro in, when he heard a noise inside and 
quickly retreated, suspicious of possible 
robbers. He went for assistance and on re- 
turning to the bank, a kit of burglar’s tools 
was found im fronfof the safe and also two 
sticks of dynamite. A heavy c!amp had 
been placed on the ¥no® of the safe and 
things looked as though the robbers were 
just about to force the knob off and insert 
the dynamite when the eashier discovered 
the plans. While Mr. Hamilton was seek- 
ing assistance a man was seen a short 
distance from the bank. He was, a few 
minutes iater, joined by two others, and all 
three walked quickly away in the direction 
of the depot. Mr. Hamilton immediately 
telegraphed the police authorities here to 
watch the bridges for tie three robbers 
and a guard was placed at the end of both 
bridges, 

Early this morning Alonzo Zane, whose 
home is in Kansas City, Kan., was ar- 
rested as he was crossing the Council Bluffs 
bridge. \ He denies al: knowledge of the at- 
tempted robbery, but could give no satis- 
factory account of himself and was locked 
up. The police dre still on the lookout for 
tae other two robbers.

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SHE GOT ON A “JAG.” 


The Antics of a Female “Physician” 
in Charlotte, N. ¢, 


SHE CLAIMS TO BE FROM NEW YORK 


Registered at a Hotel, and Visited 
the Local Doctors, 


BUT TOOK ON TOO MUCH LIQUOR 


And the Result Is She Is in Trouble 
Claims to Have Been Robbed of 
Two Thousand Dollars. 


Charlotte, N. C., January 21.—-(Special.)— 
The quietude of this city was disturbed 
yesterday by the appearance in our midst 
of a handsomely dressed woman in the 
garb of a New York hospital nurse claim- 
ing to be a doctor from that city. On her 
arrival in Charlotte she took rooms at the 
Central hotel and soon afterwards was in- 
troduced to Charlotte’s female doctor, Dr. 
Annie L. Alexander. 

This strange woman, on entering the ho- 
tel, in quite a masculine hand, wrote on 
the register: “Dr. Catharine Taylor, New 
York,” and as such she was introduced tc 
Dr. Alexander. A strong attachment for 
€ach other immediately sprung into exisi- 
ence between the two female doctors and 
Dr. Taylor was invited at once to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Annie Alexander, on Tryon 
street. While there, Dr. Taylor made a fa« 
vorable impression on the household of 
Dr. Alexander, and a pressing invitation 
was extended the New York female expert 
to repeat her visit. 

Orders the Drinks. 

Returning to the hotel, Dr. Taylor sent 
down to the saloon for a whisky punch, 
telling the servant that she felt in need 
of such a stimulant, as she was weary of 
her long journey. This was repeated seve 
eral times and after getting pretty well une 
der the influence of her toddy, she hurried- 
ly put on her hat and went around to the 
different doctors of the city, paying them 
a friendly call. She introduced herself ag 
an assistant of Dr. T. Gailliard Thomas, 
‘of New York, an! alco said that she was 
at one time associated with Dr. Austin 
Flint, also of New York. 

The impression she made on the medical 
fraternity of Charlotte was that she was 
a fraud, but her manner and familiarity 
with medical literature kept the doctors 
guessing for awhile. On entering one of 
the drug stores she was introduced to a 
physician, who at this time is not practic- 
ing his profession. The two drank several 
glasses of whisky and started out to call on 
arother physician. They had not gone far 
before both were staggering. Dr. Taylor 
became boisterous and the police were 
about to run her in. Seeing that she was 
going to be arrested, she braced up and 
apparently realized her situation... - - 

Ordered to Vacate. 

The hotel proprietor, seeing the con- 
dition his guest was in, promptly 
had her baggage brought down, and asked 
the female doctor to vacate. This hart 
quite a stunning effect on the femlae doc- 
tor and she informed the hotel peopie that 
she was highly insulted, but she vacated. 

Late’ in the evening the chief of police 
was notified that a woman in a disreputa- 
ble house in a certain portion of the city 
claimed that a Charlotte physician had 
robbed her of $2,000. The chief at once 
repaired to the house and, on entering a 
room, found the New York female doctor 
carrying on at a lively rate. As soon as 
Dr. Taylor recognized the officer she in- 
formed him of her logs, and told whom shé6 
suspected. ' 

Thought to Be Blackmail. 

The officer at once put it down as a case 
of blackmail, but told the adventuress that 
he would look after it. 

Dr. Taylor said to the officer that it was 
not the amount she cared for, as she.could 
wire to New York and replace it tenfold, 
but she disliked the idea of being robbed. 
While the officers were hunting around for 
Dr. Taylor's two thousand they somewhere 
run up on the information that Dr. Catha- 
.rine Taylor was married a few days ago 
in Savannah to a man giving his name as 
Strout and that this union only existed for 
four days, for the fact that the bride skip- 
ped for parts unknown. The couple came te 
Savannah from Philadelphia. ‘ 

The police will hold Dr. Taylor until 
further developments. At present she is at 
the house where she claimed to have been 
robbed of the large amount of money, but 
no one believes her story.

THE RECENT IRBY MANIFESTO 


And How It Is Regarded in Soma 
Parts of the State. 


CONGRESSMAN SHELL'S LEADERSHIP 


Will He Calla March Convention?—The 
Opinions Dc Not Seem Very Favor- 
able to Senator Irby, 


Greenville, 8. C. January 21.—(Svecial.)— 
‘he recent letters of Senator Irby to the 
papers o. this state have thrown politicians 
off their balance, and raised the possibility 
of new slates and deals all around. 

Some time ago Congressman Shell an- 
nounced his retirement from active politics, 
having had enough experience to satisfy 
him that a quiet, modest, unpretending 
farmer was more at home with the pleasant 
surroundings of farm life than being mixed 
up with the noisy, restless, jealous gang 
composing the house of representatives at 
Washington. 

Sheil was a power in the state, as he has 
the honor of being the father—Tillman says 
step-father—of the celebrated ‘Shell mani- 
festo.”’ He has been recognized as the 
head and leader of the farmers’ movement— 
the instigator of the March convention 
four years ago, and the possible anything 
whith might turn up in the future. Shell 
out of the way, the small fry all over the 
state iooked with hungry eyes to the main 
chance. The rupture between Shell and 
Irby—the general coldness and = suspicion 
which for some time has marked the inter- 
course between bnell, Tillman and Irby-- 
has been read as meaning a split in the 
reform party. 

While Shell and Irby were out of the 
state attending to their congressional 
duties, new combinations have been formed. 
Irby evidently reads between the lines that 
he is to be shelved. And he now rushes 
into print denouncing as treachery the 
attempt of the reformers to hold another 
March convention without his permission, 
he being chairman of the state democratic 
executive committee. The strange part of 
this new outbreak dn the part of Irby is 
that he uses the same argument which 
was used by the old-time democrats against 
the first March convention. At that time, 
the reguiar democratic executive committee 
was ignored—its chairman treated with 
contempt, and the reformers took possession 
of the political machinery of the _§ state, 
made Tillman governor, Irby senator and 
Shell congressman. Irby’s argument is now 
against the very methods he inaugurated 
four years ago. 

The small fry at home are hungry, and 
want pap. The president does not seem in- 
clined to dish out plums for the Irby fac- 
tion, and there is a determined purpose to 
get place. even if it is necessary to side- 
track such men as the junior senator. 

Another curious phase of the new move 
is the bringing of Shell to the front as a 
leader. 

In talking with intelligent men ‘who have 
took part in the original farmers’ move- 
ment, I learn that they recognize Shell yet 
as the head of that movement. He was 
elected and placed at the head, and has 
never turred over his office, nor has a suc- 
cessor been put in his place. The Cotton 
Plant advocates Shell as the only man who 
has a shadow of authority in the matter, 
and urges him to call a March convention. 

Should he call the convention, and should 
the reformers respond, it will be the death 
Llow to Irby’s political life. 

The rank and file of the reform party 
seem indifferent. They give no expression 
of opinion one way or the other. Local 
leaders are very quiet, evidently watching 
to be on the strong side. fearful to take 
either side at this stage of the game. 

Governor Tillman does not seem to be 
much enthused. He is waiting to get 
Butler’s seat in the senate, and any mistake 
at this time may cost him the goal of his 
ambition—the senate. 

Shell is perfectly at ease. He sits quietly 
in. his seat in congress, laughing in his 
sleeve at the flerce tirades of Irby, the 
petty combinations of small politicians at 
home, knowing that the eyes of both fac- 
tions are turning to him as the great 
possibility. 

‘The conservative wing of the party is 
quietly: looking on at the manipulations of 
the reform leaders, taking no part, but 
feeling a deep interest in this family 
quarrel. 

The third party element, which is strong 
in this state, will not go with Irby. The 
Cotton Plant has opened on him, and this 
paper is the exponent of the third party 
idea. 

The up-country is serene, and seems to 
pe very much on the fence. When the 
whip cracks, however, party iines may 
close up. The prospects indicate a lively 
canvass. There are a number of would-be 
zovernors—the woods are full of them, but 
no one man can yet claim the office. 

At present, it looks as if there would be 
a Tillman faction, a Shell faction and an 
Irby faction, with mumerous_ side-light 
factions, led by local coat-tail swingers, 
but all ready and willing to catch on to the 
winhing team. The whole difficulty seems 
to be an effort on the part of the pat office- 
holders to keep their places. No new is- 
sues are involved—it is the same desire for 
big salary and little to do, which they 
charged against the incumbents. 

At this time, there is a painful quietness, 
but all eyes are turned to Washington, 
watching Shell. It is only a prediction, 
but, if Shell calis the March convention 
and desires the position, he will probably 
be the next governor of South Carolina. 

A contingency may arise, and Tillman 
may make the fight for a third term, let 
Butler have a walk-over for the senate, 
anu then quietly step into Irby’s place. 

There are so many possible combinations 
that it will be impossible to predict what 
may be. 


GREAT INTEREST AT LAURENS. 


How the Situation Is Viewed at the 
Home of Irby and Shell. 
Laurens, S. C., January 21.—(Special.)— 
The open breach between Senator Irby 
dnd Congressman Shell makes this county 
an interesting field politica‘ly, as both 
£entlemen Yfeside here. It is too early in 
the year yet for the political kettle to 
simmer, but there Has been plenty of talk 
and cogitation among the reformers since 
the county alliance adopted what is regard- 
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3€0. Present indications are that the sena- 
tor’s influence will continue to dominate the 
county unless it should transpire that the 
governor is no longer en rapport with him. 
Governor Tillman is stili ‘ooked upon as 
the embodiment of brains and patriotism 
by two-thirds of the 2,700 democratic voters 
af the county, and it is not certain that 
many of them would desert him even in 
the event of an open rupture between him- 
self and Irby or Shell. 

Senator Irby is an aggressive leader, and 
the consequence is raat he already has 
the “reform" machines of the county wel} 
in hand. 

Captain Shell is intensely popular in the 
county among all those reformers who are 
not special purtisans of the senator. af he 
continues to become recognized again as 
a leader of the Ti.lman faction and the 
aide-in-chief to the governor the chances 
are that he will be very much more 
powerful before the close of the campaign 
than he is now. But he has been saying 
littte of late in local matters, and in fact 
has remained so constantly in Washington 
that nuthing has occurred to indicate either 
his strength or weakness. 

Captain Shell, with the exception of John 
H. Wharton, who is spoken of as his suc- 
cessor, has more close personal friends 
than any man in the county perhaps. The 
local reform organ, however, is squarely 
against him. 

John H. Wharton is clerk of the court. 
He is an ardent Tillmanite and was elected 
to office as such last year. He has been 
county commissioner, has served several 
terms in the legislature, has been president 
of the county alliance and has never been 
defeated for anything. His name is men- 
tioned in connection with congressional 
honors in this and several other counties of 
the fourth district, but he is not yet an 
avowed candidate. He is not on cordial 
terms with Senator Irby, nor is he by any 
means identiged with the Shell wing of re- 
formers. 

Adjutant General Farley, the man who 
initiated the Farley-Jim Tillman news- 
paper controversy with Senator Irby in the 
spring, will make Laurens his residence 
hereafter unless he goes to Washington 
in the meantime. He will probably run for 
congress, as a Tillmanite of course. He 
was born and reared in this county, fought 
splendidly with the Laurens boys in the 
war and is beloved by the old soldiers. 
While living in Spartanburg several years 
ago he carried this‘county in a primary for 
the circuit solicitorship. 

Stanzarne Wilson, the brainy Spartanburg 
Tillmanite, who is an avo@fved candidate 
‘or congress, is be ieved to be an annex 
to Senator Irby’s political future, and his 
showing in Laurens will turn on the fate 
of that gentleman. — 

The conservatives are viewing all that 
is gomg on in amused wonderment. They 
exhibit no disposition whatever to partici- 
pate in the reform melee, and éf a primary 
were to occur tomorrow it is to be question- 
ed if 10 per cent of them would take the 
trouble to vote. They are not excited in 
the least over Senator Butler’s approaching 
contest with Governor Tillman. The ranks 
and file of them are men of intelligence, 
and of course it may be expected they will 
take advantage of any opportunity to 
Strengthen their inflpence. 

The dispensary at Laurens courthouse, 
the only one in the county, is high-y suc- 
cessful as a money-making institution. The 
law, Tiough, is not popular in the county. 
The Tillmanites, to a large extent, dislike 
it, although they will not abandon Tillman 
on account of it. 

Adjutant General Farley Talks. 


In a talk with me General O. L. Farley, 
who has been visiting his old home in 
Laurens during the past week, said that he 
favors an early convention. 

Speaking of his own candidacy for con- 
gress he said: 

“I think you may pretty safely say that 
if I am in politics this -year I wil be a 
candidate for congress in this district. I 
have been waiting to see whether there 
was a demand for me in the race, and I 
find that besides the desire af my personal 
friends there is a general expectation that 
I will enter the race, and I plo not think I 
shall disappoint them.’’ ; 

“On what platform will yon run if in the 
race?’’ 

“First, of course, as a dempcrat, standing 
by the democratic platform but always 
seeking to modify and chante it in accor- 
dance with the demands and wants of the 
south. Second, as a reformer, standing by 
all the essential planks or features of the 
reform movement and desiring to see them 
earried out in full without further opposi- 
tion and bitterness.’’ 

“What have you to say in regard to the 
alliance demands?” 

“IT was an original member of the grange 
and have worked for twenty years for the 
encouragement and better protection of our 
agricultural interests.

“Do you think your prospects good?” 

“Yes, I am willing to risk my wvenances 
with any one who is likely to be in the 
race. If I run I want it understood that I 
run for the purpose of being elected on my 
own merits as a democrat, as a reformer 
and aS an advocate of the tariff reform 
and financial relief, so much needed and 
demandeG by our people. I want it under- 
stood also that I cannot be used as a ‘de- 
coy duck,’ or ‘to pull chestnuts out of the 
fire’ for other people by dividing our 
ranks.’’

AN EARLY CONVENTION, 


That Is What Is Wanted by the Re- 
formers at Manning. 
Manning, 8. C., January 21.—(Special.)— 


The reform leaders of this county are all 


in favor of holding an early convention for 
naming their candidates for state offices. 
None of many, whom I have mentioned, 
want it held later than April, the majority 
being in faver of the March convention 
as Suggested by The Cotton Plant. 

Those interested, excepting Senator Ragin, 
are all in: favor of Ellerbie for governor, 
although this county is the home of Secre- 
tary Tindal. For some reason unknown 
to your correspondent Tindal has lost 
ground all over the state. Two reasons 
have been suggested for this, one coming 
from the reform side and the other from 
the conservative side. The reformers say 
that Tindal will be sidetracked and put in 
Professor Newman's place in Clemson col- 
lege at a salary of $3,500 per annum. The 
conservatives say that since Nettles, of 
prohibition fame, has sold out his papers in 
this and Sumter counties, he is hunting a 
state office, and if Tindal is in the race he 
can’t get it, both being from the same 
county. 

The reformers are very severe on Irby 
since he wrote his letter attacking what is 
called the ‘state house ring’’ over Kohn’s 
head. As one of them expressed it, he is 
“digging his grave deeper every day.” 

His opinion, if he ever had any, is very 
dead at this time, so dead that it would 
take several pints of official cocktail to 
revive it.

Mr. Westcott has been sheriff 
about twelve years and is naturally thor- 
oughly entrenched. Mr. Davis and some of 
his friends are feeling the public pulse on 
the subject of his candidacy, but Mr. Davis 
has not yet positively announced that he 
will be candidate. If Mr. Davis enters the 
race he will try and obtain popular men tu 
run on his ticket as deputies and jailer. 
Rumor has it that two of his chief deputies 
may be Messrs. Henry O’Pry and Terrell 
Smith. Mr. Fred Abel is spoken of for jailer. 
lt is presumed, of course, that Messrs. Leo 
Herrington and Victor Menard will be 
Sheriff Westcott’s chief deputies. Mr. Her- 
rington’s position is really that of sheriff 
of the city court. Mr. Nat Birdsong has been 
Sheriff Westcott’s jailer about ten years. 
The general impression is that the office of 
sheriff pays about $5,000 per year net. 

As yet no names of candidates are men- 
tioned for the other county offices.

The Macen Postofiice. 


Maconites who have returned from Wash- 
ington in the past few days confirm what 
has already been stated in The Constitution 
that the question of appointing a democrat- 
ic successor to Postmaster Locke at Macon 
will not be considered by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bissell until in February some time. 
They obtained this information from Con- 
gressman Cabaniss. They further say that 
Congressman Cabaniss did not intimate to 
them who he would endorse or recommend 
for postmaster, and it is not thought that 
he will make known his endorsement until 
the postmaster general informs him that 
he is ready to take up the Macon 
postoffice. The mode of procedure 
is then about as follows: Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bissell orders a clerk to bring to him 
all the letters and papers that are on file 
in reference to the Macon office. He exam- 
ines these and asks Congressman Cabaniss 
whom he favors for postmaster. It is prob- 
able that the postmaster general will then 
recommend to President Cleveland the ap- 
pointment of a candidate endorsed by Con- 
gressman Cabaniss. The president may 
then wish to examine all the letters and 
documents appertaining to the case, and if 
from these, President Cleveland favors 
some one other than the applicant endorsed 
by Congressman Cabaniss, he may ap- 
point*° him and express his regrets that he 
cannot appoint the man recommended by 
the congressman... It is very probable, how- 
ever, that the candidate endorsed by Cab- 
aniss will be appointed. The Macon office 
is a presidential appointment. The post- 
master general simply recommends a’ per- 
son to the president, and the president may 
or may not confirm the postmaster general's 
recommendation.

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The Treasury Emergency. 

Now that Mr. Carlisle has practically 
issued his bonds and disposed of them, 
it may be well to go over the ground 
again and review the steps that have 
led up to this undemocratic project. 
Those of our readers who have kept 
track of the matter must know that the 
necessity for a bond issue has been de- 
liberately created by Mr. Carlisle. It 
is not worth while to inquire whether he 
has been acting on his own responsi- 
bility or whether he is merely carrying 
out instructions. The result is the same. 

The most important fact is that the 
necessity for 2 bond issue has been de- 
liberately created by the secretary. He 
has insisted that the gold reserve ought 
to be maintained, and yet he has used it 
in paying the current obligations of the 
government when other funds in the 
treasury were and are at his disposal. 
He has even paid the salaries of gov- 
ernment officials in gold and has used 
all the means at his command to de- 
plete the reserve which he now says 
should be held for purposes of redemp- 
tion. 

In December he informed congress 
that the deficit at the end of the year 
would be about twenty-eight millions. 
There was no sign of any emergency 
then and congress was not urged in any 
special way to come to the relief of the 
treasury. There was a suggestion of a 
bond issue, but not the shadow of a 
suggestion that congress should improve 
its revenue bill in the direction of sfip- 
plying the needs .of *the treasnry—not 
the shadow of a suggestion that the 
deficit should be made good in acecord- 
ance with democratic principles. Mean- 
while Mr. Carlisle kept on using the gold 
reserve to meet the current obligations, 
and the banks and the money sharks 
kept on clamoring for an issue of bonds. 

But the omission of democratic doc- 
trine from Mr. Carlisle’s communicativns 
to congress is the least singular feature 
of those documents. In December he 
estimated that the deficit at the end of 
the fiscal*year (July) would be twenty- 
eight millions. On the 13th of January, 
he informed Mr. Voorhees, the well- 
known bimetallic goldbug, that there 
would be a deficit of seventy-eight mil- 
lions. But this muddle was trifling com- 
pared to another. In the same letter. 
Mr. Carlisle said the deficit for January 
and February would be twenty-three 
millions. This, of course, would run 
the deficit for the six months up to one 
hundred and thirty-eight millions, mak- 
ing a difference of one hundred and ten 
millions between Mr. Carlisle’s Decem- 
ber estimate and his January estimate. 
Was a worse muddle ever attested to 
in print by a minister of finance? Two 
estimates in the same letter sixty mil- 
lions apart! 

But that is not the worst of it. Mr. 
Carlisle’s bond issue is not a remedy for 


the conditions that have created the det- - 


icit. The conditions remain precisely 
the same. The money that is to be re- 
ceived for the bonds will be drawn out 
of the treasury. If his estimate of a 
£eventy-eight-million deficit is correct, 
the gold reserve in the treasury will be 
lower by twenty millions than it is 
now. If his estimate that there will be 
a deficit of one hundred and thirty-eight 
millions is correct, the gold reserve at 
the end of the fiscal year will amount 
to ten millions less than nothing. In 
point of fact, Mr. Carlisle has ereated 
a situation that threatens to overwhelm 
the treasury, the administration and the 
country. He has created a situation 
that will lead to more bond issues. The 
people will suffer and the money sharks 
will prosper. The people will not only 
have to pay the interest on these bonds, 
but the money that is invested in them 
will be taken out of business and indus- 
trial enterprises and ventures, and the 
depression and stagnation created by 
gold monometallism will be rendered still 
more acute by the measures taken to 
perpetuate it. 

Some of the republican newspapers 
are beginning to criticise the democratic 
party on account of the bond issue, and 
some of the independent newspapers 
are trying to place the responsibility on 
congress. But these critics are beating 
the air. If the democratic party had to 
decide the matter there would never be 
another bond issue to feed the greed of 
the money sharks,but the platform would 
be carried out and a revenue tariff would 
be levied to the end that the people 
might be relieved of the burdens of un- 
just taxation. A revenue tariff is a 
low tariff, but it is not without its pro- 
tective features. Together with the ex- 
cise system, it could be depended on to 
provide all the revenue necessary to the 
support of the government. 

The attack on congress is equally un- 
deserved. That body has been abso- 
Autely ignorefi by Mr. Carlisle. Congress 

has never been informed by a message 
from the president, or by a report from

of the government—have been studiously 
ignored. They have not been treated 
with common -courtesy. Although theit 
antics in scrambling for the crumbs of 
patronage that have been scattered 
nmong them with no lavish hand may 
have disgusted Mr. Cleveland, yet the 
fact is always to be borne in mind that, 
in thetr collective capacity, they repre- 
sent the peopld who, in this: government 
are stipposed to be the source of all 
power. 

The representatives of the people 
should have been consulted. The ad- 
ministration should have informed coun- 
sress of the emergency, and, in donz 
this, it would have placed the responsi- 
bility where it belongs and where it 
ought to belong. Meanwhile, the seventy 
millions of reserve, used as Mr. Carlisle 
has been using that fund, would have 
prevented any lapse of government cred- 
it by the Ist of April. Then the people 
would have been better satisfied than 
they are now.

Money for Monuments. 


When we suggested a battle mont- 
ment to commemorate the siege of At- 
lanta we felt confident that congress 
would at the proper time make a liberal 
appropriation to carry out such a pro- 
ject, 

The action of the senate the other day 
in passing a bill to erect a monument 
at Manchester, N. H., to the memory of 
General John Stark, and appropriating 
$40,000 for the purpose, confirms us in 
our opinion. The bill was opposed on the 
ground that no money should be appro- 
priated for monuments in the present 
condition of the national treasury. Sen- 
ator Mills, however, insisted that the 
government ought not to make such a 
plea when it was proposed to honor its 
lreroes, and Senator Call said_that when 
the people needed money the govern- 
ment could do nothing better than to 
make appropriations. So the bill passed 
by a vote of 32 to 15. 

This precedent should not be forgotten. 
If the government is willing to pay for

The Income Tax Again. 

The opposition to the proposed income 
tax comes mainly from the protected 
and favored classes whose fortunes have 
been built up by the favoritism of the 
government. They have invested largely 
in untaxed bonds, and in the absence of 
an income tax they manage to enjoy all 
the blessings of government without con- 
tributing their share of the publie ex- 
penses. 

Naturally, these privileged classes de- 
sire to defeat the income tax. They de- 
nounce it as a monarchial measure, as 
& war tax and as a.temptation to com- 
mit perjury. In reply to the first ob- 
jection it is enough to say that the in- 
come tax is not imposed in all monarch- 
ies, but is imposed in some republics. 
Let it be called a war tax. We need a 
war tax so long as we are forced to pay 
hundreds of millions of dollars in war 
pensions, and so long as we owe.a war 
debt. The point about perjuty is absurd. 
We do not believe that the possession of 
a large income makes men willing to 
perjure themselves to escape a tax which 
they can easily afford to. pay. It is not 
so in England, where rich men vote for 
the tax in warliament every year. In 
that country experience has shown that 
this tax relieves the poor, enfranchises 
trade and enables the government to 
raise its revenue without interfering 
with the tariff or taking any steps ealcu- 
lated to disturb commercial, financial 
and industrial circles. The bondholders 
will have to make a better showing be- 
fore they will convince the people that 
the income tax is on the wrong line.

The Facts of the Case. 


We are all the time boasting of the 
superior prosperity of the American peo- 
ple, but whet we come down to the bot- 
tom facts it must be admitted that pros- 
perity is the exception and not the rule. 

The New Orleans Picayune presents 
some interesting statistics in support of 
this view, and they make it very plain 
that, despite our natural resources, our 
people are comparatively poor. We 
have four thousand millionaires in this 
country, with fortunes ranging from 
$100,000,000 down to $1,000,000, but we 
have fewer persons with moderate for- 
tunes than would be supposed. It is 
estimated that if we levy a tax on in- 
comes of $4,000 and upwards only about 
$7,000 citizens will pay it. This is a very 
small number when the fact ts consid- 
ered that we have 13,000,000 heads of 
families. 

Yet, it is said that this is the richest 
country in the world. So far as nat- 
ural resources go, this statement is 
true, but we are not ufilizing our re- 
sources in a way that will enrich the 
people. The Picayune says: 

The reason of this is not difficult to see. 
The people of the United States are ¢hiefly 
engaged in producing raw material, which 
always sells at the lowest prices and yields 
but little profit. Appealing to the figures 
from the census returns, it is seen that, of 
adult tmnales in the country, 8,000,000 are 
engaged in agriculture; 2,000,000 are engagc- 
ed in mining, lumbering and fisheries. Here 
are 10,000,000 men engaged in the pfrodut- 
tion of raw material, while not more than 
1,000,000 male adults are occupied in manu- 
facturing the raw material into articles of 
consumption. What they cannot work up 
is exported. 

While the American people are digging 
out of the ground vast quantities of raw 
material, which is necessarily sold at a 
low price, they are constantly required to 
purshase from almost every foreign country 
manufactured articles of consumption. . It 
fs an old story that a pound of cotton, 
whieh is worth only a few cents to the 
American producer, increases its value 
from ten to one hundredfold when he buys 
it back from Europe in shirtings, sheet- 
ings and in Nottingham lace. It is quite 
as old a story that all the American wheat 
that is exported abroad is required to pay 
for the free sugar imported from foreign 
countries. 

If this is true of the country as a 
whole, how much more applicable it is 
to the agricultural west and south. Here 
in the south our farmers hold their own, 
but it is because of their hard economy.

We need in this section an industrial 
revolution. With our abundant labor 
supply and our mines, forests and cot- 
ton there is every 
should be the chief manufacturing sec- 
tion of the union. We must make this 
economic change before we can expect 
to see general prosperity. So long as 
the great majority ef southerners con- 
tinue to produce only raw material they 
will simply be hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water for the outside world. 
_Every intelligent and’ enterprising 
southerner with a little capital should 
give his attention to this question: 
“What can I manufacture out of our 
home raw material that will sell in for- 
eign markets and bring money into this 
section?’ When this question is satis- 
factorily answered the south will leap 
forward. 


Speedy Justice Demanded, , 

The rapid increase of crime in this 
country is largely due to the delay and 
uncertainty of criminal justicc. 

In 1889 in the United States 3,568 mur- 
ders were committed. In 1890 they 
reached 4,290, and 5,908 in 1891, while 
for 1892 the total is 6,790, an increase of 
nearly 90 per cent in four yéars. 

But although we had more than 20,000 
murders in four years there were only 
331 legal executions. Judge Lynch, how- 
ever, took a hand in the matter and dis- 
posed of 558 criminals. This lynching 
record puts our lawmakers and judges 
upon notice that the people demand 
speedy justice, and when they have rea- 
son to believe that they will be disap- 
pointed they will sometimes dispose of 
the business in their own way. 

With murders increasing at the rate 
ot 90 per cent since 188), it is evident 
that something must be done to check 
the rising tide of crime or general de- 
moralization will be the result. The 
certainty of punishment without unnec- 
essary delay is the best reniedy. Many 
a criminal who is reckless enough to 
court death at the hands of a mob shud- 
ders when he contemplates the pros- 
pect of dying on the gallows in a jail 
yard in the presence of only a few offic- 
ials. These quiet, orderly, private ex- 
ecutions have a better effeet than public 
hangings or Iynchings. They inspire 
awe as well as terror. 

Justice surely and speedily adminis- 
tered in the courts will stop lynching 
and reduce the number of murders. If 
a murderer can be convicted in England 
and legally executed within thirty days 
after the commission of his erime, why 
cannot we be equally prompt _in our 
methods *

Mrs. Stannard, otherwise John Strange 
Winter, is one of the most -ndustrious and 
successful of feminine story tellefs. She 
bas written more than eighty novels in the 
past eighteen years, over half of the number 
having been published before the appear- 
ance of “‘Bootles’ Baby” gnve her a wide 
reputation as an author. Out of the many 
early ones she has written, it is the one 
story which has distinction and a chance 
of survival. As the stimple and natural 
little picture of a winsome child, it deserves 
success, though not much may be said 
in favor of its plot. The mithtary flavor of 
this lady’s stories does not surprise the 
reader who knows that for several genera- 
tions her paternal ancestors have been 
English officers. Her father, the Rev. .H. 
Vi Palmer, of York, was, before he took 
orders, in the royal artillery. Mrs. Stan- 
nard is now not only a novelist, but also 
a journalist. She is the editor of a three- 
year-old home magagine called Winter’s 
Weekly. It is a penny publication. After 
some struggies it has won, it is thought, 
a permanent place for .tself. Its editor, 
publisher and proprietor writes herself a 
large part of each number. This lady’s 
last novel, called ‘“‘The Soul of the Bishop,’’ 
is in remarkable contrast with her usual 
sporting and military stories. Her hero is 
aman more of the manly American order 
of such bishops as Phillips Brooks, for 
instance, than the accepted Brithieh model. 

The statement made by Goldwin Smith 
in his “Outlined History of the United 
States,” that during our revolutionary 
period the wife and young daughter of a 
Captain Fenton were stripped naked, tarred 
and feathered and paraded through the 
streets of Boston, etrikes the average 
American as something he had never seen 
in print before.

Now arises the question as to whether or 
not Harry Hill will leave Chieago until the 
matter of the requisition has been decided 
by Governor Altgeld. 

The last news from Sergeant Jennings 
came last night in the shape of a telegram 
Which Chief Connolly received. The ser- 
geant telegraphed that he is in Springfield 
and that the governor will give the matter 
a full hearing. 

In the meantime Harty, serene to all out- 
ward appearances, has found a dead game 
sport who is congenial to a degree, and is 
now taking in the numerous sights and un- 
dergoing the varied experiences of the 
worid’s fair city. NoW thoroughly notori- 
ous, he realiges that he is the cynosure of 
all Atlanta, especially since the last disposal 
of the Gate City’s ultra-sensation. 

It has been stated that Harry Hill's At- 
lanta attorneys have telegraphed him to 
come back in order that he might not for- 
feit his bond here. This move, however, 
has been precluded by Hill’s going out on 
bond.

IN REGARD TO AFFIDAVITS. 


A Motion Before Judge Lumpkin That 
May Affect Written Testimony. 


A motion bearing on the proper form for 
affidavits was made before Judge Lump- 
kin Saturday by Attorney Robert L. John- 
son, in the instance of an intervention in 
the case of Goddard ugainst Anderson. 

An affidavit of one of the parties was 
introduced and was objected to by Mr. 
Johnson, Judge Lumpkin was about to 
overrule the motion, which was to the 
effect that the affidavit was not in proper 
form. The attorney on the opposite side 
stated that it was in the form of affidavits 
as usually accepted by Judge Lumpkin and 
the lower courts. The judge was of the 
mind that the affidavit was in the necessary 
proper form. Mr. Johnson then submitted 
some law on the matter, and Judge Lump- 
kin took the motion under consideration.

FROM THE CLOUDS.

An Atlanta Baloonist Drops from His 
Air Ship and Is Killed. 


L. M. Ezzell, the Atlanta balloonist, drop- 
ped from his airship @t Washington, 

C., Saturday afternoon and was dashed to 
pieces by the dizzy fall. 

Ezzell was a darhg young aéronaut, who 
Ived in this city, and was extensive y known 
here. He had an army of friends that regret 
exceedingly to hear of his tragic end. He 
had made scores of ascensions in Atlanta 
and had néver before met with any sérious 
mishap. : 

Mr. Ezzeill was a young man of great 
nerve and courage. He took the greatest 
risks, and frequently imiperilled his life. 
Last summer he achieved considerable local 
notoriety by imitating Steve Brodie’s great 
act in leaping from: the railmoad bridge 
across the Chattahoochee river. It was his 
plan t@-wa‘:k out on the middle of the 
bridge immé@ciately above the river and 
make tris leap. 

Two or three Sundays he attracted good 
crowds to the river to witness his daring 
exhibitions. Those who saw his daring act 
entertained the fear that it would end in his 
death. 

Saturday he was under contract to make 
an ascension at Washington, N. C. Hé 
prepared his massive airship, inflated, and 
set it off without a mishap. The giant bag 
of gas sailed grace*lty into the air and 
grew smaller and smaller as the distance 
between it and the earth increased. 

Finally the aeronaut unloosed his para- 
chute and, straight as a plummet, he drop- 
ped down. The parachute hung inert and 
helpless, and to their fiorror, the specta— 
tors noticed that it was not opening as it 
snould. DoWn and down came thé daring 
balloonist, his descent becoming faster and 
fuster each instant. The parachute refused 
to work and the young man dropped to the 
earth. The crowd rushed to where he had 
fa‘len and were horrified to discover that 
he had beén killéd by the drop from clouds. 

Mr. Ezzell had relatives in Atlanta, With 
whom he spent last summer, He was known 
to hundreds of Atlanta people by numerous 
daring ascents made by him at various 
points around the city. Several times dur- 
ing the summer he entertained audiences 
by his graceful excursions into the clouds. 
He was invariably highly successful in 
his ascent, and the accident Saturday Was 
oné of the unavoidable kind. It was thought 
that everSiing was in perfect working 
order when the balloon went up.

They Will Honor the Memory of Rob- 
ert Barns Thursday, 


BY GIVING A SUPERB BANQUET 


Next Thursday, the 25th of January, Is 
the Anniversary of the Birth of 
the Peasant Poet. 


Next Thursday is the birthday of Robert 
Burns, the peasant poet of Scotland. 

The sons of Caledonia, wherever they are 
scattered, will vie with each other in doing 
honor to the man whose songs, in such a 
quaint and lovely mannér, have embalmed 
the memories and traditions of their native 
land. 

In Atlanta, as heretofore, the day will be 
observed. The admirers of the poet, as well 
as those who boast a nearer kinship, in 
having emigrated from the country that 
gave the immortal poet to the world, will 
unite in doing honor to his memory. 

A delightful banquet has been arranged,. 
to occur next Thursday evening. At that 
time the life and labors of the poet will be 
reviewed with loyal and patriotic eloquence 
by the sons of the north country. 

Scotland is well represented in Atlanta’s 
citizenship. In all departments of the body 
politic, in every line of trade and industry, 
as well as the professions, the Scotchman 
has made himself an active and potential 
factor in Atlanta’s growth and deevlopment. 

The type is one of sturdy enterprise and 
one which is positive in its character. The 
Scotchman is a man of sterling worth, 
wherever he turns up. As Sir Walter Scott 
has truthfully expressed it, “he may break 
but he can néver be bended.” 

The fame of Robert Burns, in a rare 
measure, is treasured by all of his coun- 
trymen, wherever they wander about the 
earth. No poet lived more closely in touch 
with nature or more faithfully interpreted 
her beautiful suggestions than Robert 
Burns. He wrote spontaneously. Without 
érasing his words, he wrote directly as his 
heart dictated, and all of his poems are 
thus the immediate products of inspiration. 

No man, perhaps, had more faults than 
Robert Burns. This may be due to the 
fact that he concealed nothing. We know 
the best of him, and we know the worst of 
him. His virtues and his faults are ali con- 
fessed in his writings. For his errors he 
suffered grievously, and even the sweet 
allurements of fame were not sufficient to 
recompense the sorrow of which he was 
continually the victim. He was rarely out 
of debt, arid seldom emerged from one diffi- 
culty without coming -face to face with 
another. In this respect his life was one 
of bitter variations. 

In the poetry which Burns has written for 


posterity, all of the sorrows and hardships, 


of the man are distinctly mirrored. All of 
his joys and grievances, his sorrows an@ 
misfortunes are reviewed by the poet, as if 
it was a comfort to thus describe his feel- 
ings. Perhaps, however, he had a more 
resentful purpose, in the matter of libelling 
his enemies, thus handing down their ani- 
mosity to future generations, and making 
them appear deformed and ugly to all of 
the friends and admirers of the bard. 

No poet, in spite of all his faults, is more 
essentially beloved than Robert Burns. This 
is because he sang from the heart, and sang 
of objects that were homely and familiar. 
Nothing was too obscure for his genius toé 
embellish or too commonplace for his ine 
spiration to seize upon as the material for 
a@ poem. 

in all of the writings of the poet there is 
an undercurrent of philosophy. Much is 
to be learned by the student of his verse~ 
much of useful information when it comes 
to deciphering that dithcuilt and ofttimes miss 
interpreted enigma, called human nature. 

The banquet fn honor of Burns next. 
Thursday night will be a brilliant event, 
and the Caledonians of the city will make 
the occasion one of splendid reminiscence 
in doing honor to the immortal author of 
those delightful songs which have caught 
the ear of all the world in the strains of 
“Bonny Doon” and of “Highland Mary.”

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-GOURT ON SUNDAY. 


Judge Clark Held in Order to Re- 
ceive the Arson Verdict. 


THE JURORS WERE UNABLE TO AGREE 


It Was the First Time Judge Clark Ever 
Held Sunday Court-The Scene 
Was Unusual. 


A most unusual scene was presented yes- 
terday morning in the superior courtryom, 
Judge Clark holding court’ to receive 
the verdict in the case of the state against 
William Akeridge, charged with arson. 
The result was a mistrial. 

It was only a short while before 10 o'clock 
that Judge Richard Clark, dressed careful- 
ly for the Sabbath day, entered the court- 
room and Bailiff Donehoe rapped for imme- 
diate order. 

There was a change in the bailiff too. 
It was quite evident that he intended to go 
from the courtroom to church; his attire 
showed this. And Clerk Myers, also unused 
to such proceedings, wore his best habili- 
ments for this special occasion. The de- 
fendant,too, had taken some trouble to 
brighten himself up. 

Colonel Arnold, possibly revolving in his 
mind the probability of attacking the jury’s 
werdict if it were to go against his client, 
rearranged his new cravat and flicked a 
Bpeck of dust off his well-shined shoes. The 
crowd that had been attracted into the 
courthouse by seeing the doors left open 
were all out in their best. 

For a moment after Judge Clark took his 
peat there was a peculiar silence—an inde- 
finable quiet. When the judge spoke his 
voice sounded strangely harsh and seemed 
to come echoing back from the emptiness 
of the clerk’s office, the sheriff's deserted 
quarters, the ordinary’s sanctum, the city 
courtroom and even from the very base- 
ment. During this very short time, the 
working of the big clock in the tower was 
plainly audible. 

“Mr. Bailiff,’ said Judge Clark, ‘task the 
jury if it is likely to agree?” 

Another silence, broken by the bailiff 
fumbling and rattling at the door of the 
jury room. 

“Not likely, your honor,’”’ reported. the 
bailiff, turning on his heels and facing the 
judge, strickly a la militaire. “It’s just 
like they were last night, your honor.” 

‘“‘Let the jurors come out then,”’ said Judge 
Clark. 

The jurors filed out of the room, ‘and then 
for the first time they realized from out- 
ward appearances and sounds that it was 
Sunday—their present duty and situation 
were surely incompatible with the day. 
They saw the judge, the attorneys, the clerk 
the “ailiffs and the audience all dressed in 
Sunday clothes, and while they surveyed 
each other the church bells began to ring 
out in soft tones of gentle command. 


Judge Clark Declares a Mistrial. 


The foreman of the jury said that he was 
Borry, but that the jurors were not likely to 
agree; that they had severely different 
opinions about the case and that there 
was no chance of an agreement. The tone 
of his voice spoke differently, and said, 
*‘Don’t make us go back; we are tired; we 
want to get sHaved; this is Sunday!’’ 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” said Judge 
Clark, ‘‘I am indeed sorry that you were un- 
able to come to some verdict in this case. 
It has been, not only a trial to the defend- 
ant, but a sore trial to the officers of the 
court. It has been in progress five days and 
it is to be regretted that all the ground 
must be gone over again. I might make you 
go back and think over the case longer, 
but today is the Sabbath day. Perhaps 
there are some of you who want to go to 
church; if so, I would not stand in the way 
of your religious duty. punday, too, is a day 
of peace and rest, and I know that it would 
incommode and discomfort you to remain in 
the jury room until Monday morning. 

“As I speak I can hear the church bells 
ringing out their call to service, and I wish 
to say that as long as I have been on the 
bench this is the first time I ever held 
court on Sunday. Gentlemen, you are at 
liberty.”’ 

The jurors then filed into the office of 
Clerk Myers, who represented Solicitor Hill, 
and they were paid for their services. 


Resume of the Case. 


The charge against Will Akeridge was that 
of arson. The settlementin the neighborhood 
of the tallow factory and the city stables 
complained of the mal-odors that arose, and 
published frequent communications in the 
mewspapers denouncing ,these places as 
nuisances. The tallow factory and stables 
were both burned. Suspicion rested on the 
people of the immediate neighborhood who 
were nearly all related. Bil] Akeridge, as 
the testimony developed, confessed that he 
knew who,did the burning and that he had 
watched while it was being done. 

Will Akeridge was indicted by the grand 
jury and so were four of his relatives, who 
have not yet been placed on trial. In the 
course of the trial an exceedingly sensation- 
al family feud was uncovered. The principal 
witness for the state was Mrs. Dan Coursey, 
a sister of the man indicted for arson, and 
related to the others. The brunt of the tes- 
timony for the defense was for the purpose 
of proving that Bill Akeridge was weak- 
minded, in order. that no weight could be 
given to his confession, and that Mrs. 
Coursey was not to be believed on oath. 
Brothers testified that their sister would not 
be believed on oath by them. The jury 
stood eight to four for conviction,

Bare Arm of God,” 


IND PREACHES TO A LARGE AUDIENCE 


e@ Evils of the World and the Work 
Necessary to Subdyue Them—Work gm 
of the Reformers.

January 21.—Singularly appro- 
mpressive was the old gospel 

s it was sung this morning by the 
eesands of Brooklyn tabernacle led on 
by cornet and organ: 

“arm of the Lord, awake, awake! 

Put on thy strength, the nations shake.” 
Dr. Talmage took for his subject, 
“The Bare Arm of God,’’ the text being 
Isaiah Lii: 10—“The Lor@*hath made bare 

, arm.” 

“it unedt takes our breath away to read 
some of the Bible imagery. There is such 
boldness of metaphor in my text that I 
have been for some time getting my cour- 
age up to preach from it. Isaiah, the evan- 
gelistic prophet, is sounding the jubilate of 
our planet redeemed, and cries out: ‘The 
Lord hath made bare His holy arm.” What 
overwhelming suggestiveness in that figure 
of speech, “The bare arm of God!” The 

ople of Palestine to this day wear much 
hindering appare., and when they want 
to run a special race, or lift a special bur- 
den, or fight a special battle, they put 
offthe outside apparel, as in our land, when 
a man proposes a special exertion he puts 
off his coat and rolls up his sleeves. Walk 
through our foundries, our machine shops, 
our mines, our factories, and you will find 
that most of the toilers have their coat 
off and their sleeve rolled up. 

Isaiah saw that there must be a tremend- 
ous amount of work done before this world 
becomes what it ought to be, and he fore-

‘ becomes what it ought to be, and He fore- 


sees it al! accomplished, and accomplished 
by the Almighty; not as we ordinarily think 
of Him, but by the Almighty with the 
sleeve of His robe rolled back to His shoul- 
der: “The Lord hath made bare His holy 
arm.”’ 

Nothing more impresses me in the Bible 
than the ease with which God does most 
things. There is such a reserve of power. 
He has more thunderbolts than He has ever 
flung; more light than He has ever distrib- 
uted; more blue than that with which He 
has over-arched the sky; more green than 
that with which He has emeralded the 
grass; more crimson than that with which 
He has burnished the sunsets. 1 Say it 
with reverence: from all I can see, God 
has never half tried. 

You know as well as I do that many of 
the most elaborate and expensive indus- 
tries of our wor:d have been employed in 


 ereating artificial light. Half of the time 


the world is dark. The moon and the stars 
have their glorious uses, but as instruments 
of illumination they are failures. They will 
not allow you to read a book, or stop the 
rufianism of your great cities. Had not 
the darkness been persistently fought 
back by artificial means, the most of the 
world’s enterprises would have halted half 
the time, while the crime of our great 
municipalities wou'd for half the time run 
rampant and unrebuked. Hence, all the in- 
ventions for creating artificial light, from 
the flint struck against steel in centuries 
past, to the dynamo of our electrical manu- 
factories. What uncounted numbers of peo- 
ple at work the year round in making chan- 
deliers, and lamps, and fixtures, and wires, 
and batteries where light shall be made or 
along which light shall run, or where light 
shall poise! How many bare arms of hu- 
man toil—and some of those bare arms are 
very tired—in the creation of light and its 
apparatus, and after alb-the work, the 
greater part of the continents and hem- 
ispheres at night have no light at all, ex- 
cept perhaps the fire flies flashing their 
small lanterns across the swamp. 

But see how easy God made thé light. 
He did not make bare His arm; He did not 
even put forth His robed arm; He did not 
lift so much as a finger. The flint out of 
which He struck the noonday sun was the 
word “Light.” ‘“Let there be light!’”" Adam 
did not see the sun until the fourth day, 
for, though the sun was created on the first 
day, it took its rays from the first to the 
fourth day-to work through the dense mass 
of fluids by which this earth was compass- 
ed. Did you ever hear of anything 30 easy 
as that? So unique? Out of a word came 
the blazing sun, the father of flowers, and 
warmth, and light! Out of a world bui-d- 
ing a firep'ace for all the nations of the 
earth to warm themselves by! Yea, seven 
other worlds, five of them inconceivably 
larger than our own, and _ seventy-nine 
asteroids, or worlds on a smaller scale! 
The warmth and lUught for this’ great 
brotherhood, great sisterhood, great family 
of worlds, eighty-seven larger or smaller 
worlds, all from that one magnificent fire- 
place miade out of the one word—“‘light.” 
The sun, & mi:es in diameter. I do not 
know how uch grander a solar system 
God could hfve created if He had put forth 
His robed arm, to say nothing of an arm 
made bare! But this I Know: that our 
noonday sun was a spark struck from the 
anvil of one word, and that word—‘‘Light.”’ 

‘“But,”’ says some one, “do you not think 
that in making the machinery of the uni- 
verse, of which our solar system is com- 
paratively a small wheel working into 
mightier wheels, it must have cost God 
some exertion? The upheaval of an arm, 
either robed or an arm made bare?’ No, 
we are distinctly told otherwise. The ma- 
chinery of a universe God made simply 
with His fingers. Davia; inspired in a 
night song, says so: “When I consider 
Thy heavens, the work of Thy fingers.’”’ 

A Scottish clergyman told me a few 
weeks ago of dyspeptic Thomas Carlyle 
walking out with a friend one starry night, 
and as the friend looked up ahd said: 
“What a splendid sky!’ Mr. Car-yle re- 
plied, as he glanced upward, “Sad sight, 
sad sight!’”” Not so thought David as he 
read the great scripture of the night heav- 
ens. It was a sweep of embroidery, of 
vast tapestry, God-manipulated. That is 
the allusion of the psalmist to the woven 
hangings of tapestry, as they were known 
long before David’s time. Far back in the 
ages what enchantment of thread and 
color, the Florentine velvets of silk and 
gold and Persian carpets woven of goat's 
hair! If you have been in the Gobelin 
Manufactory of tapestry in Paris—alas!

ti ptt the wooden needle or 
soo » Sing back and forth and in and 
: » yOu were transfixed with admiration 
. pee eres wrought. No wonder that. 
ATV bought it and it became the 
possession of the throne, and for a long 
while none buf thrones ang palaces might 
have any: of its work! What triumphs of 
loom! What victory of-ski.led fingers! So 
David says of the heavens, that God’s fin- 
gers wove into them the light; that God’s 
fingers tapestried them with stars; that 
God’s fingers embroidered them with 
worlds, How much of the immensity of 
the heavens David understood I know not. 
Astronomy was born in China 2,800 years 
before Christ was born. During the reign 
of Hoang-Ti astronomers were put to death 
if they made wrong calculations about the 
heavens. Job understood the refraction of 
the Bun’s rays, and said they were “turned 
as the @®lay to the seal.’”’ The pyramids 
were astronomical observatories, and they 
were so long ago built that Isaiah refers 
to one of them in his‘ nineteenth chapter, 
and calls it the “Pillar at the border.” The 
first of all the sciences born was astrono- 
my. Whether from knowledge already 
abroad, or from direct inspiration, it seems 
to me David had wide knowledge of the 
heavens. Whether he understood the ful: 
| force of what he wrote, I know not: but the 
God who inspired him knew, and He would 
not let David write anything but truth; 
and therefore all the worlds that the tele- 
scope ever reached, or Copernicus, or Gali- 
leo, or Kepler, or’ Newton, or Laplace, or 
10n:J mhgdtheyaaweTos y;xhWewvB:;t.aid 
Herschel, or our own Mitchell ever saw 
were so easily made that they were made 
with the fingers. As easily as with your 
fingers you mould. the wax, or the clay, or 
the dough to particular shapes, so He @e- 
cided the shape of our wor d, and that it 
Should weigh six sextillion tons, and ap- 
pointed for all worlds their orbits and de- 
cided their color—the white to Sirlus: the 
ruddy to Aldebaran; the yellow to Pollux: 
the blue to Altair; marrying some of the 
Stars, as the 2,400 double stars that Her- 
schel observed; administering to the whims 
of the variable stars as their glance be- 
comes brighter or dim, preparing. what 
astronomers called ‘the gird.e of Androme- 
da,” and the nebula in the sword-handle of 
Orion. Worlds on worlds! Worlds under 
worlds! Worlds above worlds! Worlds be- 
yond worlds! So many that arithmetics are 
of no use in the calculation! But He count- 
ed them as He made them, and He made 
them with His fingers! Reservation of 
power! Suppression of omnipotence! Re- 
sources as yet untouched! Almightiness 
yet undemonstrated! Now I ask, for the 
benefit of all disheartened Christian 
workers, if God accomplished so much with 
His fingers, what can He do when He puts 
out all His strength? and when He un- 
-imbers all the bacteries of His omnipo- 
tence? The Bible speaks again and again 
of God’s outstretched arm, but only once, 
and that in the text, of the bare arm of 
Cru, 

My text makes it plain that the rectifica- 
tion of this world is a stupendous undertak- 
ing. It takes more power to make this world 
over again than it took to make it at first. 
A word was only necessary for the first cre- 
ation, but for the new creation the unsleev- 
ed and unhindered forearm of the Almighty! 
The reason of that I can understand. In 
the shipyards of Liverpool, or Glasgow, or 
New York, a great vessel is constructed. 
The architect draws out the plan, the length 
of the beam, the capacity of tonnage, the 
rotation of wheel or screw, the cabins, the 
masts and all the appointments of this 

‘great palace of the deep. The architect 
finishes his work without any perplexity, 
and the carpenters and the artisans toil on 
the craft so many hours a day, each one 
doing his part, until with flags flying, and 
thousands of people huzzaing on the docks, 
the vessel is launched. But out on the sea 
that steamer breaks her shaft and is limp- 
ing slowly along toward harbor, when Carib- 
bean whirlwinds, those mighty hunters of 
the deep, looking out for prey of ships, 
Surround that wounded vessel and pitch it 
on a rocky coast, and she lifts and falls in 
the breakers until every joint is loose, and 
every spar is down, and every wave sweeps 
over the hurricane deck as she parts mid- 
ships. Would it not require more skill and 
power to get that splintered vessel off the 
rocks and reconstruct it than it required 
originally to build her? Aye! Our world 
that God built so beautiful, and which 
started out with all the flags of Edenic foli- 
age and with the chant of ‘paradisaical 
bowers, has been sixty centuries pounding 
in the skerries of sin and sorrow, and to get 
her out, and to get her off, and to get her on 
the right way again, will require more of 
Omnipotence than it required to build her 
and launch her. So I am not surprised that 
though in the dry-dock of one word our 
world was made, it will take the unsleeved 
arm of God to lift her from the rocks and 
put her on the right course again. It is evi- 
dent from my text, and its comparison with 
other texts, that it would not be so great an 
undertaking to make a whole constellation 
of worlds, and a whole galaxy of worlds, 
and a whole astronomy of worlds, and 
swing them in their right orbits, as to take 
this wounded world, this stranded world, 
this bankrupt world, this destroyed world, 
and make it as good as when it started. 

Now, just look at the enthroned difficul- 
ties in the way, the removal of which, the 
overthrow of which seem to require the bare 
right arm of Omnipotence. There stands 
heathenism, with its 860,000,000 victims. I 
do not care whether you call them Brah- 
mins, or Buddhists, Conméfucians or Fetish 
idolaters. At the world’s fair in Chicago 
‘last summer those mostrosities of religion 
tried to make themselves respectable, but 
the long hair and baggy trousers and trink- 
eted robes of their representatives cannot 
hide from the world the fact that those reli- 
gions are the authors of funeral pyre, and 
Jugernaut crushing, and Ganges infaaticide, 
and Chinese shoe torture, and the aggre- 
gated massacres of many centuries. They 
have their heels on India, on China, on Per- 
sia, on Borneo, on three-fourths of the 
acreage of our poor old world. I know that 
the missionaries, who are the most sacri- 
ficing and Christ-like men and women on 
earth, are making steady and glorious in- 
roads upon these built-up,.abominations of 
the centuries. All this stuff that you see in 
some of the newspapers about the mission- 
aries as living in luxury and idleness is 
promulgated by corrupt American or Eng- 
lish or Scotch merchants, whose loose be- 
havior in heathen cities has been rebuked 
by the missionaries, and these corrupt mer- 
chants write home or tell innocent and un- 
suspecting visitors in India or China or the 
darkened islands of the sea, these falsehoods 
about the consecrated missionaries who, 
turning their backs on home and civilization 
and emolument and comfort, spend their 
lives in trying to introduce the mercy of 
the gospel among the downtrodden of hea- 
thenism. Some of those merchants leave 
their families in America or England or 
Scotland, and stay for a few years in the 
ports of heathenism while they are making 
their fortunes in the tea or rice or opium 
trade, and while they are thus absent from 
home, give themselves to orgies of disso- 
luteness, such as no pen or tongue could, 
without the abolition of all decency, at- 
tempt to report. The presence of the mis- 
sionaries with their pure and noble house- 
nolds in those heathen ports, is a constant 
rebuke to such debauchees and miscreants. 
If Satan should visit heaven, from which 
he was once roughly but justly expatriated, 
and he should write home to the realms 
pandemoniac, his correspondence published 
in Diabolos Gazette, or Apollyonic News, 
about what he had seen, he would report 
the temple of God and the lamb as a 
broken-down church, and the house of many 
mansions as a disreputable place, and the 
Cherubium as suspicious of morals. Sin 
never did like holiness, and you had better 
not depend upon Satanic report of the sub- 
lime and multipotent work of our. mission- 
aries in foreign lands. But notwithstanding 
all that these men and women ef God have 
achieved, they feel, and we all feel that if 
the idolatrous lands are to be Christianized, 
there needs to be a power from the heavens 
that has not yet condescended, and we feel 
like crying out in the words of Charles 
Wesley: 

Arm of the Lord, awake, awake, 

Put on Thy strength, the nations shake! 
Aye, it-is not only the Lord’s arm that 
is needed, the holy arm, the outstretched 
arm, but the bare arm! 
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scribes. Yet it is read today by more peo- 
ple than any other -ever written. Mo- 
hemmed, the founder of that religion, a po- 
lygamist, with superfluity of wives, the first 
step of his religion on the body, mind and 
soul of women, and no wonder that the 
heaven of the Koran is ah everlasting Bod- 
om, an infinite seraglio, about which Mo- 
hammed promised that each follower shall 
have in that place seventy-two wives, in 
addition to all the wives he had on earth, 
but that no old woman shall ever enter 
heaven. When a bishop of England re- 
cently proposed that the best way of saving 
Mcohammedans was to let them keep their 
religion, but engraft upon it some rew prin- 
ciples from Christianity, he perpetrated an 
ecclesiastical joke, at which no man can 
laugh, who has ever seen the tyranny and 
domestic wretchedness which always 4p- 
pear where the religion gets foothold. It 
has marched across continents, and now 
proposes to set up its. filthy and accursed 
banner in America, and what it has done 
for Turkey, it would like to do for our na- 
tion. A religion that brutally treats wo- 
manhood ought never to be fostered in our 
country. But there never was a religion so 
absurd or wicked that it did not get dis- 
ciples, and there are enough fools in Amer- 
ica to make a large discipleship of Moham- 
medanism. This corrupt religion has been 
making steady progress for hundreds of 
years, and notwithstanding all the splendid 
work done by the Jessups, and the Goodells, 
and the Blisses, and the Van Dykes, and 
the Posts, and the Misses Bowens, and the 
Misses Thompsons, and scores of other men 
and women of whom the world was not 
worthy, there it stands, the giant of sin, 
Mohammedanism, with one foot on the 
heart of worran and the other on the heart 
of Christ, while it mumbles from its mina- 
rets this stupendous Blasphemy: “God is 
great, and Mohammed is his prophet.’ Let 
the Christian printing presses at Beyrout 
and Constantinople keep on with their werk, 
and the men and women of God in the mis- 
sion fields toil until the Lord crowns them, 
but what we are all hoping for is something 
supernatural from the heavens, as yet un- 
seen, something stretched down out of the 
skies, something like an arm uncovered, the 
bare arm of the god of nations! 

There stands also the arch demon of al- 
coholism. Its throne is white, and made of 
bleached human skulls. On one side of 
that throne of skulls kneels in obeisance 
and worship, democracy, and on the other 
side, republicanism, and the one that kisses 
the cancerous and gangrened foot of this 
despot the oftenest gets the most benedic- 
tions. There is a Hudson river, an Ohio, a 
Mississippi of strong drink rolling through 
this nation, but as the rivers from which I 
take my figure of speech empty into the 
Atlantic or the gulf, this mightier flood of 
sickness, and insanity, and domestic ruin, 
and crime, and bankrupcy, and woe, emp- 
ties into the hearts, and the homes, and the 
churches, and the time amd the eternity of 
a multitude beyond all statistics to number 
or describe. All nations are mauled and 
scarified with baleful stimulus, or killing 
narcotic. The pulque of Mexico, the cashew 
of Brazil, the hasheesh of Persia, the opium 
of China, the guavo of Honduras, the wedro 
of Russia, the soma of India, the aguar- 
diente of Morocco, the 

the mastic of Syria, the 

Turkey, the beer of  Ger- 

the whisky of Scotland, 

the ale of England, the all-drinks of Amer- 

ica are doing their best to stupefy, inflame, 

dement, impoverish, brutalize and slay the 

human race. Human power unless rein- 

torced from the heavens can never. extir- 
pate the evils I mention. 

Much good has meen accomplished by 
the heroism and fidelity of Christian re- 
formers, but the fact remains that there are 
more splendid men and magnificent women 
this moment goirg over the Niagara abysm 
of inebriety than at any time since the first 
grape was turned into wine, and the first 
head of rye began to soak in a brewery. 
When people touch this subject they are apt 
to give statistics as to how many millions 
are in drunkards’ graves, or with quick 
tread’ marching on toward them. The land 
is full of talk of high tariff and low tariff, 
but what about the Highest of all tariffs in 


this country, the tariff of $900,000,000 which ' 


rum put upon the United States in 1891, for 
that is what it cost us. You do not trembie 
or turn pale when I say that. The fact is 
we have become hardened by statistics and 
they make little impression. But if some 
one could gather into one mighty lake all 
the tears that have been wrung out of or- 
phanage and widowhood; or into one organ 
diapason all the groans that have been 
uttered by the suffering victims of this 
holocaust; or into” one whirlwind all the 
sighs of centuries of dissipation; or from 
the wicket of one immense prison have look 
upon us the glaring eyes of all those 
whom strong drink has endungeoned, we 
might perhaps realize the appalling 
desolation. But, no, no, the sight would 
forever blast our vision: the sound 
would forever @till our souls. Go on with 
your temperance literature; go on with 
your temperance platforms; g0 on with 
your temperance laws. But we are all hop- 
ing for something from above, and while 
the bare arm of suffering, and the bare arm 
of invalidism, and the bare arm of poverty, 
and the bare arm of domestic desolation, 
from which rum hath torn the sleeves, are 
lifted up in beggary and supplication and 
despair, let the bare arm of God strike 
the breweries, and the liquor stores, and 
the corrupt politics, and the license laws, 
and the whole inferno of grog shops all 
around the world. Down, thou’ accursed 
bottle, from the throne! Into the dust, 
thou king of the demijohn! Parched be 
thy lips, thou wine cup, with fires that 
shall never be quenched! 

But I have no time to specify the mani- 
fold evils that challenge Christianity. And 
I think I have seen in some Christians, and 
read in some newspapers, and heard from 
some pulpits, a disheartenment, as though 
Christianity were so worsted that it is 
hardly worth while to attempt to win this 
world for God, and that all Christian work 
would collapse, and that it is no use for 
you to teach a Sabbath class, or distribute 
tracts, or exhort in prayer meetings, or 
preach in a pulpit, as Satan is’ gaining 
ground. To rebuke that pessimism, the gos- 
pel of smashup, I preach this sermon, show- 
ing that you are on the winning side.
